ADDRESSES OF THE GOVERNOR AND 
LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR.

They Pledge Their Devotion to Fublio 
Interests and the Welfare of the 
Feople—-A Large Number of Citizens 
Witness the Event—Prominent Dem>- 
crats From St. Louis Invade the Cap- 
ital—Gen. Joe Shelby’s Campaign — 
Legislative Notes. 


JEFFERSON CiTry, Mo., Jan. 9.—Gov. Wm. 
J. Stone and Lieut.-Gov. John B. O’Meara 
were inaugurated to-day with ceremonies 
befitting such an occasion. The inauguration 
was remarkable inasmuch as it attracted 
the largest crowd to the capital seen 
here on a similar occasion in many years. 
The people of the town turned out in larger 
numbers than usual, and the day generally 
was regarded as a holiday event. Even the 
old cannon was hauled out of the 
armory and a salute fired in honor of the oc- 
casion. The town began filling up yesterday 
and this morning every hotel and lodging 
house in the town were crowded to their 
fullest capacity. 

St. Louis hada big delegation numbering 
fully two hundred. Of these some 
forty were representatives of the Business 
Men’s Democratic Club, headed by 
President Bernheimer, Breck Jones, 
and W. H. MeLain. there 
were three candidates for the 
mayoralty in the delegation; they were 
President Bernhelmer, Col. Jim Bannerman 


and Alexander N. De Menil. The delegation |

THE INAUGURAL CEREMONIES. 

Shortiy after 20’clock Gov. Stone reached 
Secretary Lesueur’s office, where he was met 
by the Citizens’ Committee and the House 
and Senate (ommittees appointed to arrange 
the inauguralceremonies. The State officersw 
and judges of the Seprenre Court entered next 
and then came Lieut.-Gov. John B. O’Meara 
with his predecessor, Stephen H. Claycomb. 
Gov. Francis was in his office across the 
hall waiting forthe procession in pursuance 
of the arrangements. There the procession 
was formed and moved to the House cham- 
ber up-stairs in the following order:

Ireland and Archbishop Satolli, or other’ 
higher thanthey, whoever those be, have 
sinned and deserve that war bs declared 
against them, they have from 
thelr character and their office 
the right at the hands of an American 
publicto this much consideration: that no 
cowards, afraid to uplift their banners and

Congress is required to be in joint session 
to count the electoral vote at 1 o’ clock on the 

nd Wednesday in February after the 
meeting of the electors, Which will ve Feb. 8. 
Meanwhile each body will have appointed 
two tellers, Whose duty it um be to read the 
vote. A few moments béfote 1 6’clock on 
Feb. 8 the Senate will proceed in a body to 
the hall of the House. The President of the 
Senate Will preside over the joint assembly. 
with the Speaker of the House sitting at his 
left. The certificate will then be opened by 
the President Of the Sénate in the alphabeti- 
cal order of States and handed to the tellers, 
wbo will read them and note the result. It 
is possible that objections may be raised 
to some of the votes from the States of Call. 
fornia, Kansas, Michigan, Ohio and Oregon, 
and in this event the law provides that the 
two Houses shall separate, eonsider the ob- 
jections and report their findings. The 
count Cannot proceed untl each objection 
has been disposed of. 

After the certificates have all been read the 
tellers deliver the result to the President, 
who, in accordance with the facts,makes the 
proper announcement, This announcement 
is declared by law, and will be a sufficient 
and constitutional declaration of the elec- 
tion of Grover Cleveland and Adlal Steven- 
son. This will conciude all formalities prior 
to the inauguration.

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


DISCONTENT GROWING AT THE POPE'S PRFNCH 
POLICY. 


Rome, Jan. 9.—Events in France have 
greatly increased clerical discontent with 
the Pope’s policy, and compldiudts are hardly 
confined to respectful. limits. Among the 
superior hierarchy only Rampolla and Fer - 
rata are faithful tothe Pope. Letters from 
France report the utter failure ot the attempt 
to induce the royalists to accept the 
Republic, and now success is impossible in 
view of the better monafchist prospects.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS DISCHARGED. 


Last Official Act of Gov. Humphrey of 


Kansas. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan. Jan. 9.—For the first 
time in five years the. Mayor and Council 
of this city have charge and control 
of the Police Department. The Police Com- 
missioners discharged by the Governor last 


night have been managing the force, it is 
said, with reference to the expense. Ata 
special meeting of the City Council a 
lower scale of salaries was adopted and itis 
proposed to cut down the force. The general 
opinion is that the Pollee Department under 
the commission system was merely a 
political machine, and that the change is for 
the better. Five years ago all Kansas cities 
of the first-class were provided with Boards 
of Public Commissioners for the enforcement 
of the prohibitory law. The plan was 
not a success, and these boards have come 
to be looked upon as expensive luxuries. 
Gov. Humphrey’s last official act, the per- 
emptory removal of the Police Commission- 

ers of Leavenworth and Wichita, is one of 
the most sensational features of his admin- 
istration. It is regarded as a surrender on 
the part of the Republicans on the prohibi- 
tion question and an adinission enforced in 
the large cities. 

‘he Police Commissioner system was estab- 
lished forthe scle purpose of enforcing the 
prohibition law, and was the last hope the 
Republicans had of putting it in successful 
operation. Gov. Humphrey said in explan- 
ation of his action: 

Jam frank to confess that while I believe 
inthis system of administering the police 
government of cities as has been the practice 


in many ol the older cities from 
which wa copied the law, yet as an 
instrumentality for the enforcement of 
the prohibitory law in Kansas 


incitles where the sentiment is hostile, it 
has proven unsatisfactory. The Police Com. 
inissiohers are dependent on the City Coun- 
cil forthe payment of the police force, the 
result being that where the City Councll ‘is 
hostile to the idea of prohibition, the 
necessary appropriations are not made, 
driving the commissioners into securing them 
by means which are generally an evasion of 
the law and which place the boards in a false 
attitude before the public. I deem it only 
proper to remark generally that the dim 
culties experienced in the enforcement of 
the law in the State have, been 
very largely increased by the result of the 
elections of 189) and 189 in this city that the 
policy of prohibition has been persistently 
and constantly antagonizea by the Democ- 
racy of the state with the Peoples’ 
party occupying an attitude of neutral. 
ity or indifference toward it, leaving the Re 
publican party with a minority of che 
votes as its only advocates. Whenl entered 
upon the duties of the office of Governor I 
wasandstill am in hearty sympathy with 
the prohibitory law and its enforcement. 

am to-day opposed to the saioon, Iam also 
confident that in this I express the sentiment 
ofa majority of the voters of the State when- 
ever the question shall be submitted to them 
upon its. merits, free from political compli- 
cations.’’

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PROMPT ACTION 1 NEEDED. 


If citizens of St. Louis are to act at all in 
the matter of the opening of Indian Terri- 
tory they should act at once. The treaty 
providing for the opening of the Cherokee 
Strip is now hanging in the balance, If 
the present Congress fails to ratify it and 
appropriate the money necessary to carry 
it out the treaty expires and the work of 
the commissioners representing the United 
States and the Indians will be lost and will 
have to be done over again, The bill 
ratifying the purchase of about 
three million acres from the 
Choctaws and Chickasaws and appropriat- 
ing money for that purpose was made a 
law two yearsago, but the Administra- 
tion has failed to execute it and the delay 
is a bar to negotiations for another tract 
of 3,800,000 acres in which these tribes 
have an interest. In addition to thése 
lands there is another body of unoccupied 
land embracing about 2,500,000 acres, 
which can be obtained for settlement 
whenever the Government chooses to treat 
for it. Altogether there is over 12,000,000 
acres outside of the Territory proper occu- 
pied by the five civilized tribes, which may 
be opened to settlement practically at the 
will of Congress and without any actual 
cost to the Treasury as the settlers will re- 
pay every dollar advanced upon the land. 

The opening of these surrounding lands 
will clear the way for the opening of the 
territory of the civilized tribes. It will 
hedge it round with an irresistible tide of 
development and civilization, and hence 
it will strengthen the campaign for its 
opening and the converting of the Indian 
wilderness into a progressive and pros- 
pérous.State. The action of the present 
Congress on the bill to open the Cherokee 
outlet is of the utmost importance. It 
calls for prompt and vigorous work on 
the part of all interested in the progress of 
the Southwest and especially of St. Louis. 

The voice of St. Louis should be heard 
on this subject. The representatives of 
St. Louis should put their shoulders to 
the wheel. The citizens of St. Louis 


should take immediate steps to organize a 


strong movement forthe cause and con- 
centrate all legitimate efforts and influ- 
ences upon the completion of a work 
which involves inestimable benefits for 
this city.

PUBLIC FRANCHISES. 


Although the plan to sell the subway 
franchise in New York miscarried, owing 
to the blundering of the commission hav- 
ing it in charge, aided, perhaps, by collu- 
sion between the corporations interested, 
there is nothing in the failure to discour- 
age the advocates of that system or some 
other equally effective to secure rapid 


corporate monopolies. The problem in 
New York is more complicated than else- 
where, because of the magnitude of the 
work, and the risks to capital in undertak- 
ing it. But the principle underlying the 
claim for public profits for public good is 
economically sound, and study and expe- 
rience will show the way to its applica- 
tion. There are only two ways to accom- 
plish this. s 

The first is to sell the franchise to the 
highest bidder, providing for an annual 
return to the city fairly proportioned ac- 
cording to gross earnings. This is in the 
nature of a rent tax, and is designed to 
take all, or nearly all, the so-called un- 
earned increment,’’ which is an increment 
of value not due to the labor or capital of 
the franchise holders, but which arises 
only from the increase of population. It 
is, in fact, the same as the value which 
attaches to land—a value not earned by 
the owner, but which he pockets under 
the law. He is enabled to charge a higher 
price for its use by those who occupy it. 

The second scheme is that adopted sev- 
eral yeats ago by the city of Glasgow, 
Scotland, and which was indorsed in prin- 
ciple by Mayor Hewitt of New York five 
years ago. By this plan the city isto 18 
sue bonds to an amount sufficient to fully 
cover the cost of construction and the 
contractors are to build the roads out of 
the proceeds. As the city can borrow 
money ata rate of interest lower than an 
individual, these bonds would draw say 
8 per cent interest. The contractor, for 
the privilege af operating the road, is to 
pay this, plus 2 percent, making in all 5 
per cent, or about what he would pay if 
borrowing on his own account, The money

They are the fruitful sources of enormous 
revenues to corporations which are not 
earned and which should be reserved for 
the city Government. A fair interest and 
profit should satisfy-capitalists, and when 
prodigality and corruption in public office

expect more. They should be amply pro- 
tected against all extraordinary risks, but 
they should not be overpetted at the cost 
of the people at large... In St. Louis the 
question is, Shall the public get the worth 
of what it grants, or shall the corpora- 
tions monopolize what they do not earn?

EAST AND WEST. 

A glance at the list of Senators from the 
Eastern States will disclose a condition of 
intellectua] decrepitude in that section 
which is the more marked in contrast with 
the unusual strength of the West. 

From Maine there are Hale and Frye, who 
are respectable—very respectable. From 
New Hampshire and Vermont there are 
Chandler and three others whose names 
we cannot now recall, not having the po- 
litical almanac at hand. Massachusetts 
sends George F. Hoar, a nice old gontle- 
man, and Dawes, another innocuous antiq- 
uity, gives place next March to one Lodge, 
a writer of partisan pamphlets published 
as histories. Mr. Lodge is the scholar in 
politics, according to the Massachusetts 
idea pr@sumably, as they are very fond of 
scholarship in the old Bay State. Con- 
necticut and Rhode Island are represented 
by Gen. Hawley and Mr. Aldrich, the first 
named being well known by name but not 
by reputation while the other is the special 
agent of some special interests. These 
two States have also two other Senators 
between them. Does the reader know 
their names? Senator Hill, a clever politi- 
ian, represents New York, and for a col- 
league will have Mr. Edward Murphy, a 
clever and very wealthy brewer. Matthew 
S. Quay, who served a term as Treasurer 
of Pennsylvania,is the junior Senator of 
that State, while his colleague isthe son 
of his father, who may show himself 
worthy of his name if opportunity offers. 
Ohio clings to John Sherman, who is much 
more than respéetable, intellectually 
speaking, but is effete and holds his place 
only because of his past. His colleague is 
Calvin Brice, well known by reputation, as 
well as by name. 

By contrast, the West and South looms 
up like a mountain rising froth a plain. 
Palmer, Carlisle, Vilas, Vest, Voorhees, 
Mills and Wolcott are worthy of the Sen- 
ate at its best. Beside them the repre- 
sentatives of the Hastern States are pig- 
mies intellectually and morally, and the 
elections to take place within a few days 
will probably add two or three others 
equally worthy. 

The cause of this is easily seen. Special 
interests demanding special privileges are 
dominant in the East. Manipulators and 
business men aré their natural representa- 
tives, In the West and South the people 
are in control and there is nothing so in- 
spiring, so stimulating to the intellectual 
and moral faculties as a democracy thor- 
oughly roused, The political center of 
. is in the West, where it will re- 
main as long as the East is bound with 
plutocratic ahackies,

St. Louisans who have at all times taken a 
deep interest in the contest ‘which 
has raged within the ranks of the 
Roman Catholic Church of the United 
States are deeply interested at the sensa- 
tional charges of conspiracy against the Pope 
anc Ablegate Satolli, made by Archbishop 
Ireland against Archbishop Corrigan. Mr. 


Conde P. Fallen, editor of the Church Progress 
and Catholic HW ‘orld, who has maintained 
the Corrigan end of the controversy in 
this city, said many pertinent things t- day. 
**Yesterday I believed that the story of con- 
splraey charges against Archbishop Corrl- 
gan, published by a Chicago paper, was the 
creation of some reporter’s brain, said Mr. 
Pallen, but to-day I am of the opinion 
that the story was inspired by 
Archbiship Ireland. and is henchmen, 
and is the consumimetion of ascheme to in- 
jure Archbishop Corriganin the eyes of the 
public. Leaving aside the question as to 
whether the charges were made or not, which 
7 will not assume to answer, I say that the 
eoncoction and publication of the storyisa

AN ACT OF HEROISM. 


Daring Rescue of Women From a Burn- 
ing FEuilding. 

NEw YORK, Jan. 9.—Fire broke out yester- 
day morning in the rear of the paint store at 
No. 1111 Second avenue, between Fifty eighth 
The store is owned 


bo Max Stahl, who Hves on the frst flat 


above it, 
The buliding is a four-story apartment 
house. On the third floor lived Mrs. Abvra- 


hams, 83 years old; her daughter, Mrs. Getz, 
and Mrs. Getz’ daughter. The smoke from 
the burning paint filled the stairways and 
rooms of the upper floors and when 
the women attempted to escape they found 
it impossible. A moment later the fire broke 
out and a train on the Second Avenue 
Lievated road ley the Fifty-seventh Street 
Station on its way uptown, In the rear car 
ofthe train was Patrick O’ Keefe, who is at- 
tached to Hook and Ladder Truck No. 15, 
Which is located in Old Slip. He saw the fire 
and as the train passed the burning building 
caught sight of Mrs, Abraliams, Mrs. Getz 
and her daughter at the third story window 
calling for help. O' Keef ran to the front 
platform of the car and pulllng the 
gate open, sprang off onto tlie narrow board 
walk at the side of the track. lie then ran 
back to the Fifty-seventh Street Station and 
dasbed down the stairs, A minute later he 
was in front of the burning building. A 
policeman had just 
from the sidewalk tothe narrow 
the store door and was part way up it. 
O' Keefe called him down and mounting the 
step-laddertothe shed, hauled the ladder 
up after him. Placing it onthe roof of the 
shed, which is only about four feet wide, he 

made his way up to the window where 
he had seen the women. They had disap- 
peared. Making his way into the room he 
groped his way through the thick smoketo 
the rear room. There he found Mrs. 
Abrahams lying on the floor Learly suffocat- 
ed. He carried her tothe front window. By 
this time the fre department, summoned by 
the alarm, were at the scene. Among them 
was Hook and Ladder Truck No. 16. Firemen 
Hanbury and Devinof the truck placed a 
thirty-Hve ladder up tothe window and ran 
up to assist O’ Keefe. 

Giving the unconscious woman into Han- 
bury’scare, O’Keefeand Devin went back 
into the rooms for the two other women, The 
younger woman cay t only in her night

O’ Keefe took Mrs. Getz in his arms and car- 
ried her down the ladder, whtle Devin fol- 
lowed him with Miss Getz. The three women 
were taken to the room occupied by Mrs. 
Abrahams’ son on Second avenue, but it was 
some time before Airs. Abrahams recovered 
from the effect of the smoke. The flames 
burned out the paint store and the halis and 
stairway of the first floor and did slight dam- 
ne in tbe first fat. The total loss was placed
